In pickling, salting, 
preserving, 


and jelly-making, preservatives are' 
used because yeast, molds and bac- 
teria do net know where £alt, sugar, 
vinegar, or spices are used 


In canning food two things are ac- 


complished: all molds, yeast and bac- 
teria—their seeds or spores— are 
destroyed by heating; by enclosing 
in air.tight containers more germs/or 
their spores are prevented from en- 
tering. 


By storing vegetables and fruits 


in indoor and out-door cellars, in 
pits, and cold frames they may be 
preserved for a limited time. 


Surplus food should be conserved 


because the use of fruits and vege- 
tables is essential to good health, and 
good health is the most vaduable as- 
set of any human being. Since vege- 
tables anrl fruits are so expensive, 
and at some seasons of the year dif- 
ficult to obtain, we suggest that all 
families, where it is possible ;to do 
so, preserve enough of such perish- 
able food during the growing season 
to last through the winter 


Because the food production in 


the world is not keeping step with 
the increase in population, and be- 
cause our surplus food 
supply 
is 


growing less each^ year, it behooves 
us to know the be'st methods of pro- 
ducing garden or other crops to in- 
crease the food supply, and also to 
learn how to preserve them in the 
most economical manner. 


The one-period cold-pack method 


is recommended as the best lor can- 
ning vegetables and fruits 
in 
the 


North. If you do not have the di- 
rections, phone 7954 for bulletin. 


Fruits and vegetables may be pre- 


served by drying as well as by can- 
ning, and the drying method has 
some advantages over the canning as 
follows: bulk is 
decreased; 
less 


space is required for storage; no 
sugar is required; expensive contain- 
ers are not needed; products may be 
kept for an indefinite time. 


The vegetables most commonly 


dried are sweet corn, lima beans, 
string beans, tomatoes, spinach, car- 
rots, and Brussels sprofta. 


Some preliminary steps in drying 


food are, food in proper conditioi 
when gathered; sorted to get the bes 
food; washed and cleaned thorough, 
ly; blanched; dipped in, cold water 
cut in small pieces or shred; spreax 
out on boards or tables ready for 
the sun or artificial heat to cause 
the loss by evaporation of the mois- 
ture contained in them. 


Dried products should not rattle o 


crack when poured together; they 
should have a leathery and plia 
feeling when pressed in the hana.
